DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 27 and 29-37 are pending in the instant application. 

Amendments 

The amendment filed on July 22, 2009 is acknowledged and is entered with this 
office action. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claim 30 was previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because 
the specification, while being enabling for treating people with breast and epidermoid 
cancer, does not reasonably provide enablement for treating breast and epidermoid 
cancer with people who have another form of cancer. 

The Applicant has deleted the non-enabled subject matter, and the rejection is 
withdrawn. 

Previous Double Patenting Rejections 

Claims 27 and 29-37 were previously provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 
and 11 of copending Application No. 10/520,769, now published as UPSN 
20060004065 A1 in view of Patani et al. (Chem. Rev. 1996, 3147-3176). 

The Applicant has filed a terminal disclaimer to obviate the rejection which has 
been approved by the Office. The rejection is withdrawn.
